184 M en Released 
By Soviets After 
Long Years In Jail 


WIENER NEUSTADT, 
Austria 
iB—A group of 184 Austrian war 
prisoners and civilian internees re­ 
leased by the Soviet Union arrived 
rjfere today. 
The former war prisoners had 
been released from Sverdovsk, 
while the civilians were assem­ 
bled 
at 
Camp 
Alexandrovsk, 
near Irkutsk. The returnees said 
they had met several American, 
British and French prisoners in 
Russian camps along with sev­ 
eral thousand Germans. 
They said that while at Camp 
^|lexandrovsk, in Siberia, they met 
an American whose name they 
gave as Mike Finegage of New 
York City. They said he had been 
beaten to such an extent that he 
appeared mentally unbalanced. 
The American, they 
reported, 
told them he had 
been 
serving 
with U. S. forces in Germany and 
had been arrested by the Czechs 
lefter inadvertently 
crossing 
the 
German-Czech border in 1949. He 
said the Czechs handed him over 
to Soviet occupation forces in Aus­ 
tria and he has been sentenced to 
25 years in jail.

3 Kiddies Drown 
In Storm Cellar 


QUANAH, Tex. (B — A frantic 
father dived into a dark flooded 
storm cellar yesterday in a futile 
effort to save three of his children. 
“I heard my little boy call 
out, 'Help, Daddy,' and that was 
all,” said farmer Ira Keeney. 
“I dove back in there and tried 
to save them, but I just couldn't 
find them.” 
The three Keeney fchildren, Dor­ 
is, 5, Thomas, 4, and Alma, 3, all 
drowned. 
The family had taken refuge in 
the cellar about 4 a. rn. when Mrs. 
Keeney saw threatening 
clouds 
and awakened her husband. They 
feared a tornado. 
Keeney reported he opened the 
cellar’s horizontal door to investi­ 
gate a trickle of water. A flood 
poured in upon him. 
‘‘My wife and one of the babies 
was standing right there by me,” 
he said. ‘‘I grabbed the baby and 
set her outside. When 
I 
turned 
back water was 
already almost 
up to the top of the cellar. 
“The lantern went out and there 
was a lot of sticks and trash on 


top of the water. I tried to dive 
back into the cellar to find my ba­ 
bies, but I just couldn’t get back 
far enough.” 
Keeney ran to a neighbor’s and 
called Quanah, 20 miles southeast, 
for help. By the time an ambu­ 
lance could get over the muddy 
roads with the help of a wrecker, 
it was judged useless to try to re­ 
vive the trapped children. Their 
bodies were taken from the flood­ 
ed cellar about 9 a. rn.

KASTON, Conn.—The world has 14 million blind people. One of 
them, Helen Keller, can easily be labelled “America’s first lady of 
courage.” 
On June 27, Helen Keller will reach another milestone in her un­ 
usual career—her 75th. At an age when most of us are thinking of 
^retirement, Helen Keller remains healthy, vigorous, serene and ever- 
responsive to the fast-moving world around her. 
At 75, Miss Keller is full of plans and projects, complains constantly 
about the too-few hours in the day, and is deeply worried about the 
other blind people of the world—the millions she feels are not as for­ 
tunate as she. 
The Helen Keller legend has become world history. She was born a 
normal child, in the little town of Tuscumbia, Ala., in 1880. The white 
frame cottage of her parents was called Ivy Green. 
Then, at the age of 19 months, disease suddenly sealed off her eyes 
and ears, leaving her a half-wild 
creature with babbling, guttural

Even today, Miss Keller remembers 
that first meeting:

Now began tile long battle of 
teaching words to a child who 
could not see and could not hear. 
Three years later, with the help 
of a special teacher, Helen Keller 
walked into the family parlor one 
day, to announce slowly, and in 
a high, strained voice, “I am not 
dumb any more.”

By the time she was IO, Helen 
Keller could say simple sentences. 
Today she speaks no less than 
seven languages! 
Looking back 
today, Helen Keller says, “Learn­ 
ing to speak was the hardest job 
I ever tackled.” 
However, once 
she learned to speak, Helen Kel­ 
ler became an honor graduate of 
Radcliffe college, author, lecturer, 
teacher—and a benefactor to the 
blind.

DESPITE her blindness Miss 
Keller is an inveterate world trav­ 
eler whose journeys have taken 
her to more than 25 countries, on 
six continents—the equivalent of 
five times around the world. Her 
books have been translated into 
more than 50 languages. She has 
received decorations, honorary de­ 


grees and citations from many na­ 
tions. 
Her circle of friends is 
world-wide, and included every 
American President since Coolidge. 
Visiting Helen Keller in her 
rambling colonial home In Con­ 
necticut, you feel she is happier 
than most of us, despite her physi­ 
cal handicaps. As she touches the 
contours of your face, or lets her 
words tumble over themselves in 
the sheer ecstasy of being able to 
speak, you know she is to be en­ 
vied, not pitied. 
“Why am I happy?” she chal­ 
lenges. “Because I am busy.”

MISS KELLER’S jobs as coun­ 
sellor to the American Foundation 
for the Blind, and the American 
Foundation for Overseas Blind oc­ 
cupy more than half her time. 
Last year, for instance, she trav­ 
eled 40,000 miles in a crusade for 
the blind in the Far East. 
Her private world of touch, 
smell and vibration Is fascinating 
and amazing. She reads character 
in a handshake, in the touch of 
her hand to a face. She loves 
President Eisenhower’s smile. Ap­ 
pealing to her, too, was President 
Franklin Roosevelt’s strong fea­ 
tures and Sir Winston Churchill’s 
“great, wonderful dome.” 
Miss Keller’s study no doubt 
contains 
the 
largest 
privately- 
owned Braille library in the world. 
Her Braille volumes of the Bible 
are her most-fingered books. “I 
love the Bible aa I love no other 
book,” she says. “The Bible gives 
me a deep, comforting sense that 
things seen are temporal, and 
things unseen are eternal." 
Happy birthday to you, Helen 
Keller, on this your 75th year of 
an extraordinary life!

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Today's Skyscrapers 
Huddle A f Centers 
Of Transportation 


NEW YORK (if — Today’s sky­ 
scrapers — airy castles of glass, 
steel or aluminum, some walking 
on stilts — are giving our cities a 
new look. 
Their gleaming facades mirror 
our changing times and way of 
life. In their train come new prob­ 
lems of crowding and traffic jams, 
of lunch hour rushes for oounter 
stools. 
Built of new materials with new 
engineering techniques, the big of­ 
fice buildings tend to huddle around 
central transportation exits to the 
suburbs. They boast air condition­ 
ing, advanced lighting, new floor 
space utilization, striking decor. 
Builders seek to grub the maxi­ 
mum yield out of each square foot 
of scarce land space in crowded 
business centers — even out of the 
air above land put to some other 
fundamental use such as railroad 
yards, or super traffic express­ 
ways. 
Use of air space isn’t new. The 
Waldorf Astoria, o t h e r hotels, 
many luxury apartment houses and 
tall office buildings are astride the 
yards of Grand Central Station. 
New York’s huge central post of­ 
fice is built on steel stilts over 
the rail yards near Pennsylvania 
Station. 
Now the rush to find office space 
for America’s f a s t expanding 
giants of industry is sparking a 
new set of plans to use air rights. 
New York Central and the New 
Haven Railroad talk of replacing 
Grand Central. Station with an un­ 
derground utility passenger station 
topped by a skyscraper with acres 
of high rental office space. 
The Pnensylvania Railroad is at 
the option-granting stage for tear­ 
ing down its huge station here, 
putting passenger accommodations 
below ground and a commercial 
and office skyscraper above.

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THE DAY WE WIN 
THIS IS THE day we whip the Russians. 
Provided, of course, they will take issue 
with us at the moment. 
Following recent statements t h a t the 
United States has lost supremacy in the 
air, Gen. Alfred M. Gruenther, Allied com­ 
mander in Europe, now gives it as his opin­ 
ion that the United States still has a sub­ 
stantial superiority over the Soviets in long 
range air power, and will continue to hold 
the edge. 
General Gruenther told the House .For­ 
eign Affairs Committee that with this su­ 
periority Western powers could defeat the 
Soviets in an all-out war. He added that the 
United States must never relax its vigi­ 
lance, or fail to do everything possible to 
build a strong defense in Western Europe. 
General Gruenther was so voluble in his 
testimony that it was obvious that he was 
not ad libbing. The general has great con­ 
fidence in Chancellor Adenauer, who, he 
predicted, will never be won over by Rus­ 
sia’s friendly overtures. 
Russia no longer seems to be calling the 
tunes, but is attempting desperately to win 
friends and influence people. If General 
Gruenther’s analysis of the military pic­ 
ture is correct, the explanation for a 
change in Russian attitude may be found 
in defense preparations by the West. 


OLD FOOTPRINTS 
ROUTE OF Hannibal and his elephants 
across the Alps was by the Col de la Trav­ 
e r s e d and not by St. Bernard Pass. This 
has been established to the satisfaction of 
the London Museum of Natural History in 
a 25-year study by its Sir Gavin de Beer.

HIGH FINANCE 
AFTER A PAUSE of six months to 
catch their breath, revenue bond investors 
seem prepared to absorb additional issues. 
This month Florida and Texas have sched­ 
uled offerings of $132.5 million. 
Florida will build 110 miles of toll roads 
from Hollywood to Fort Pierce. Texas has 
outlined 
an expressway between Dallas 
and Fort Worth. These are the first impor­ 
tant revenue bond developments since Chi­ 
cago financed an $88 million throughway 
last December. 
In 1954 more than $1.3 billion of revenue 
bonds were sold in IO states to finance toll 
roads.

These Days 


Quite a little fuss has been made over 
the 
“military” friendship of President 
Eisenhower and Marshal of the Soviet 
Union G. Zhukov. They have carried in 
their hearts, if not in political orientation, 
the memories of combat comrades who 
drank to the downfall of the enemy. 
So I have been reading an article on the 
Soviet role in World War II by the afore­ 
said Marshal Zhukov, as of May 8, 1955, in 
which he gives General Eisenhower no 
credit, but takes it all for himself and his 
country. He said: 
“The Soviet Army firmly grasped t h e 
initiative. The attempts of the Hitlerite 
command in a number of battles to pluck 
this initiative from our hands foundered. ! 
The Soviet Army, thanks to the constant 
solicitude of our Party, of the Soviet G ov-! 
eminent, and of the whole Soviet people, ! 
overcame its enemy in all respects during J 
all subsequent stages of the war. It w a s , 
well armed for the struggle on land and in 
the air.” 
So, we, the United States, did nothing. We j 
fought on every front; wTe supplied every 
Allied army; we gave the R u s s i a n s 
$11,000,000,000 as a free-will offering—but 
we did nothing, according to Zhukov. 
With political skill, rather than soldierly 
honesty, Marshal Zhukov refers to the pe­ 
riod of the Hitler-Stalin Alliance as 
‘the 
complicated and difficult situation.” It was 
the period when Hitler was able to walk 
through France; it was the period when 
Great Britain stood alone for a year, tak­ 
ing a beating in a state of siege. But to 
Zhukov it is only a “complicated and dif­ 
ficult situation.” 
Of the Second World War, Zhukov says: 
“The Second World War, prepared by 
the forces of international imperialist re­ 
action, was unleashed by the block of fas­ 
cist States: Germany, Japan, and I t a l y . 
The ruling circles of the United States, 
Britain, and France, striving to direct the 
aggression of German fascism and Japan­ 
ese imperialism against the USR, con­ 
nived by all means with the aggressors, but 
they miscalculated seriously.” 
This is an amazing interpretation of his­ 
tory. It was Russia that was in alliance 
with Nazi Germany. Surely the U n i t e d 
States was not in alliance with Nazi Ger­ 
many, nor was Great Britain or France. It 
was Soviet Russia and Nazi Germany that 
concluded the Molotov-Ribbentrop Pact to 
divide the world imperialistically. 
Surey, it was not the United States that 
had any such pacts. What kind of a man 
is this general who tells such tales? Is he 
utterly ignorant of the history of his own 
country and his own times or is he merely 
a stuffed and bemedalled robot siring an 
article prepared by propagandists? And is 
this the “friend” upon whom we are to de­ 
pend? 
Marshal 2Jhukov’s explanation of w h a t 
has happened since 1945 is naive or braz­ 
en, as you choose, but it is obviously not 
the truth. This is what he said: 
“The ruling circles of the United States 
and Britain, fearing that other Nations of 
the capitalist world would follow the exam ­ 
ple of the peoples of those countries, took 
an open course for the liquidation of dem ­ 
ocratic freedoms in all States which re­ 
mained within the orbit of their influence.

If he wasn’t yesterday, th«n no 
family gift of necktie, belt or 
or robe, could have had mean­ 
ing. He has to be king of the 
hill to his boy or the day is a 
mockery. 
Dad is to be looked up to. His 
nature and the structure of the 
family require it. If 
he 
isn’t 
looked up to, then the family's 
in a bad way. 
Being a father is a puzzling 
job. You do so much for the kids. 
And the kids take it for granted. 
But what do they really know 
about you? 
And what do you 
really kno^ about them? 
One way to stay a hero to your 
son is never to do anything a 
hero wouldn’t 
do. 
Considering 
the frailty of flesh and gathers, 
that’s nigh impossible. The hu­ 
man way (and this is possible) 
is for a dad to live so that his 
boy is proud of him and never 
do anything deliberately to hurt 
tile boy’s pride in being his son. 
The moment 
of 
questioning 
does have to come, of course, by 
the natural laws of living. 
Sooner or later a boy whose 
mistakes have been pointed out 
to him by his father makes a 
landmark discovery—his father 
can be wrong, too. Authority can 
err. 
'J his is a big thing in a boy’s 
lifetim e—the first time he catch­ 


es a parent violating a code the 
boy believes in—and he remem­ 
bers it forever. How it affects 
him depends on what came be­ 
fore, the tolerance his parents 
showed him. Or the lack of tol­ 
erance. 
I remember a time when my 
dad, who now gets a wreath of 
flowers for Father’s Day, used 
to like to go hunting on the only 
afternoon of the w'eek he didn t 
work. 
He had four 
sons 
and 
two 
dogs, and since he was a family 
man and loved us all he took us 
all along. He carried the only 
gun. Boys and dogs had the fun 
of seeing who could flush up the 
first rabbit or quail, and it was 
fun. The boys got a big kick out 
of showing, now and again, we 
could start up more game than 
those big-mouthed beagles. 
But one winter 
day 
nothing 
moved but us, hour after hour. 
Dad, who was a splendid shot, 
became restless for lack of tar­ 
gets. 
We started back to the car. 
We met a farm boy carrying a 
sm all coop of pigeons. Dad ask­ 
ed what he wanted for them and 
the boy said 15 cents apiece and 
dad said go ahead and let them 
loose, one at a time. 
I stood there in silence as he 
shot and he didn’t miss many. 
Neither the farm boy nor dad, 
who had run a tramline at tha 
age of IO, thought 
there 
w as 


anything wrong. But I had nev­ 
er seen my father fire at a sit­ 
ting rabbit or a standing quail. 
And for the first time in my life 
I was against my father and in 
favor of something else — the 
pigeons he was firing at. 
When it was over, we start­ 
ed on again toward the car. Al­ 
ways before we 
had 
brought 
back and eaten the game from 
our hants—rabbit, quail or squir­ 
rel. The beagles 
ran 
up 
and 
sniffed at the fallen pigeons, but 
we didn’t take them home. 
I walked with my face turned 
away from my father. 
"What’s the matter, son?” he 
asked, puzzled. 
‘‘Nothing, dad.” 
How could I put into words 
what I felt? He had shown a 
fault in my eyes, the first fault, 
the one a boy always rem em ­ 
bers. 
He was still my dad, and be­ 
cause he had always been kind 
before and always was kind in a 
time of need 
later, 
it 
really 
didn’t make any difference be­ 
tween us. 
He remained my hero—he still 
remains my hero more than JO 
years after that wintry day in 
the woods—but his 
halo 
had 
gained a tarnish, and I found 
that a boy must learn also to 
love his father as a human be­ 
ing.

DIET A N D HEALTH 
Mal de Mer Is Licked 
By a Tiny Little Pill 


By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 
IF an ocean voyage or any long 
water trip is on your vacation 
schedule this year, you’ll be in­ 
terested in the latest information 
on seasickness and what you can 
do about it. 
Seasickness has gotten many a 
Joyous vacation off to a bad start. 
None of us is immune to it; but 
fortunately, only about ten per 
cent of adults are highly suscep­ 
tible to the malady. 
Inexperienced Travelers 
Yet, about one-third of those 
who travel by boat can expect to 
become seasick within one or two 
hours on the high seas, under 
even a moderate amount of tur­ 
bulence. Under severe rolling and 
pitching, about 90 per cent of in­ 
experienced travelers become ill. 
Some people get along all right 
on large ships, but can’t stand 
the bouncing of small boats. 
Symptoms Differ 
While symptoms differ accord­ 
ing to the individual, generally 
they are: drow siness, pallor, 
sweating, nausea and then vom­ 
iting. Sometimes, 70U may have 
headaches and become dizzy. But 
you don’t have to memorize these 
symptoms. You’ll know when you 
are seasick, all rigat. 
What can you do about It? 
Well, there are many drugs on 
the market which manufacturers 
claim will alleviate seasickness. 
Dr. Francis N. Kimball and his 
associates, on the medical staff 


of a large steamship line, con­ 
ducted a series of studies aboard 
ships on the high seas. Several 
drugs were tried on the passen­ 
gers. Marezine was found to be 
the most effective and did not 
seem to cause any unpleasant 
reaction. It was noted that, since 
the studies began in 1952, more 
than 200,000 tablets have been 
used. 


Tests are Successful 
Passengers taking 25 mg. every 
three or four hours were reason­ 
ably free from sickness and ill 
effects. One ship’s surgeon ob­ 
served that only about IO per cent 
of the passengers required a sec­ 
ond dose. 
In his report, in a recent issue 
of “International Record of Med­ 
icine and General Practice Cli­ 
nics,’’ Dr. Kimball said that ex­ 
tensive tests made on large ves­ 
sels showed excellent results in 
from 90 to IOO per cent of the 
cases. 
So, maybe this simple little pill 
will help make your sea voyage a 
real vacation. I hope so. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
J. O. N.: Is it safe to live with 
a person who is under treatment 
for tuberculosis? 
Answer: A person with an ac­ 
tive case of tuberculosis of the 
lungs had best be confined in a 
sanitarium. By all means, this 
person should not be permitted 
to be in contact with children.

APPOMATTOX, Va.— Appomattox has long been recognized by our 
historians as one of America’s most significant shrines and, in the 
light of historical fact, rightly deserves that term. For there it was 
that the unity of the United States was finally achieved, and there 90 
years ago the finest example of magnanimity and chivalry in American 
history was displayed. 
Visitors to this shrine this year will be amazed to find that Lee 
and Grant have returned to Appomattox. Their reaction is likely to 
be the same as that of the others who have written on the guest book 
—“I’m all choked up.” 
Historians have furnished moving word-pictures of what Is now 
recognized as one of the most fateful moments in American history, 
the surrender by Gen. Robert E. Lee of 9,000 men, the ragged and 
hungry remnant of an army still 
unconquered 
118,000 men 
Grant. 
This memorable meeting, after 
four years of heroic fighting by 
both sides, signalled that the unity 
of the United States was finally 
achieved. Sir Winston Churchill 
has eloquently described this fight­ 
ing as the last war between gen­ 
tlemen.

In 1954, after the discovery of 
tile reference in the Custer mater­ 
ial, it was purchased by a group 
of citizens in Lynchburg, Va., who 
arranged for its removal to Appo­ 
mattox Court House upon the com­ 
pletion of the restoration of that 
structure. This building is now a 
museum and the permanent home 
of the painting. 
While a number of questions re­ 
main unanswered, and further re­ 
search is necessary before the com­ 
plete mysterious story is known, 
the authenticity of the picture has 
now been established beyond any 
question. First of all, one wonders 
if Guillaume was considered to 
paint the canvas and if so by

WASHINGTON un — There was 
almost an exhilaration in those' 
June days in 1945 at San Francisco 
when the United Nations was born. 
There was a sense of a new world 
born; a world of peace and broth­ 
erly cooperation. 
The world of the U.N. is now 
IO years old. It resembles very 
much the old world of hatreds,; 
distrusts, 
wars and 
fears. 
Yet, 
while the U.N. has not worked per­ 
fectly, it has been useful. 
This week its members’ foreign 
ministers meet in San Francisco 
to celebrate the anniversary. 
The U.N. is a meeting ground for j 
nations—a place whore to some j 
extent they can influence each 
other for good through the pres­ 
sure of world opinion publicly ex­ 
pressed. 
The U.N. has failed to produce, I 
as was intended, an international 
armed force to prevent war. There 
have been more wars, some of 
which the U.N. helped settle, but 
no major war. 
Some optimists believe a 
b ig ! 
war may be prevented as long j 
as the nations can meet, if only 
to revile each other. But if a big | 
war begins, there would be no 
more U.N. 
The U.N. has spread some feel­ 
ings of cooperation and brother­ 
hood through the health, educa­ 
tion and agricultural programs of 
its various agencies. 
It seems certain the world would 
be different if the United States, 
unable to depend on the U.N.’s i 
nonexistent 
international 
army, 
had not gone outside the U.N. to 
protect itself. 
That was done through the al­ 
liances this country made with its 
non-Communist friends in Europe 
and Asia. Russia also went out­ 
side the U.N. to make its Com­ 
munist alliances. 
In 1945 the Allies, in blood and 
mutual sacrifices, had won the 
Hitlerian 
war 
which 
ended 
in 
May. It did not seem far-fetched j 
at the time to think they might, 
with less effort, stick together to 
keep peace. 
The wishful may have thought 
so.

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Cost Of Distributing Farm Products Maintains Steady Rise 


Research Unit 
Predicts Trend 
Will Continue 


Meanwhile, Farmer's 
Share Of Consumer 
Dollar Is Shrinking 


The cost of getting America’s 
food from the farm to the con­ 
sumer’s table will keep on going 
up. 
It will keep on going up be­ 
cause of our American taste for 
leisure and the quick, easy way, 
predicts the family economics 
bureau of a 
nationally known 
life insurance company. 
The postwar climb of distribu­ 
tion costs has caused the drop in 
agricultural prices to be only part­ 
ially reflected in grocery price 
tags. The farm er's share of the 
consumer’s 
food 
dollar dropped 
from 52 cents in early 1946 to 44 
cents in early 1954. 
Thus, food worth 44 cents at the 
farm cost another 56 cents to move 
to the consumer’s kitchen. From 
two-thirds to three-fourths of this 
distribution c h a r g e 
represents 
wages of the workers who help 
perform the 
various 
distribution 
services, the bureau reports. 
* * * 
THESE SERVICES have grown 
tremendously in the past half-cen­ 
tury. They are mainly services of 
convenience—which m a k e s the 
housewife’s job quicker and easier. 
In the foreseeable future a still 
greater proportion of our popula­ 
tion will use an increasing num­ 
ber of such services, the bureau 
says, because: 
The percentage of farm popula­ 
tion continues to shrink; non-farm 
families buy more processed and 
transported foods than do farm 
families. 
Our continuing high birth rate 
assures growing use of prepared 
baby foods. American concern for 
child 
health 
assures 
continued 
growth in use of inspected, sani- 
tary-processed and sanitary-pack­ 
aged foods. 
Our rising percentage of retir­ 
ed persons means expanding use 
of 
convenience 
foods—canned, 
refrigerated, frozen, put up 
in 
small convenience packages and 
units. 
Continued rise in general con­ 
sum er 
purchasing 
is 
indicated. 
This 
m eans that the American 
taste for leisure and the quick, 
easy way will be gratified by the 
American 
genius 
for 
providing 
such 
conveniences. 
The 
quick, 
easy way in the kitchen means 
semi-or completely 
p r e p a r e d 
foods, with workers in food-pro- 
cessing plants doing a part of the 
housewife’s work for her. 
Approximately 50 percent of the 
cost of distribution is the wages of 
workers directly engaged in food 
processing, transportation or m ar­ 
keting. Another 15 to 25 percent 
of the cost is wages of workers 
indirectly contributing to food dis­ 
tribution—who make tin cans, car­ 
tons, dairy machinery, f r e i g h t 
cars, delivery trucks; who mine 
the coal and petroleum burned by

up 43 per cent from 1947 to 1953, 
and are still rising. Fringe bene­ 
fits have risen flster than hourly 
rates, 
and 
continue 
upward 
Though new machinery and short­ 
cuts have achieved some econom­ 
ics, labor costs per unit of food 
distributed rose a government-es-1 
tim ated 35 per cent from 1947 to 
1953. 
Other items in the food distribu­ 
tion bill include local, state and 
federal taxes, electricity, gas and 
other fuels, rents, costs of 
new j 
buildings and equipment, none of 
which seem likely to reverse their j 
upward 
direction, 
the 
bureau 
points out. 
The item of profits has shown 
comparatively little change in re- j 
cent years. Profits in food manu­ 
facturing industries have 
ranged j 
from a little below 
to 
a 
little 
above three cents per dollar ol 
sales. Supermarkets a v e r a g e 
about one cent profit after tax­ 
es, out of some 16 cents operat­ 
ing margin per dollar’s worth of I 
food sold. Of their remaining 151 
cents margin, about ll cents goes 
in wages to sales people, ware­ 
housemen, etc., 
and four cents 
goes for rent, taxes, advertising, 
and other expenses, the report 
says. 
Combined profits of "food pro­ 
cessors, 
carriers, 
wholesalers 
and retailers have, been estimat­ 
ed by the government at about 
eight per cent of food distribut­ 
ing costs, or about five cents of 
the consumer’s retail food dol­ 
lar. Undoubtedly all factors in 
food distribution will try to main­ 
tain their profit margin, the bu­ 
reau says. 
Thus the American consumer is 
likely to continue to demand and 
to get more convenience services 
with his food. Wage 
costs 
and 
m aterial costs of such services 
are likely to keep on advancing. 
Therefore in spite of national and 
local investigations of the “ mid­ 
dlem an” , the cost of distributing 
the nation’s food will continue to 
rise, slowly b r4 surely, the 
bur­ 
eau’s report concludes.
